American Gallup Poll 
Disfavours Recognition 


New York, Nov, 28.—A Gallup poll on 
whether the United States should recognisé the 
Chinese Communist government showed today that 
the majority of the Amercians oppose such a step. 

The figures showed: in favour of recognition, 
20 percent; opposed 42 percent; no op'nion 14 
percent, not familiar with Ching events, 24 per 
cent, 

The second question—."'lf China is taken over 
completely by the Communists, do you think the 
United States should continue to carty on trade 
with China?"'—was answered thus: continued trade. 
29 per cent no continued trade, 33 per cent; and 
no opinion 14 per cent 

On the first question, Gallup pointed out that 
there was about 2-1 opposition to recognition among 
those familiar with events in China and an even 
higher percentage among the better educated group.

Chungking, Nov. 28.—Despcrate Chin- 
ese Nationalist defenders today checked the 
Red rush on this chaotic-capital loss than 20 
miles from Chungking’s gates, the govern- 
ment asserted. The reprieve will give tho 
fow top officials still in Chungking time to 
fly on Tuesday to Chengtu—the govern- 
ment’s next stopping place. 

As far as is known, Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek still is here directing the city’s defences. 
Planes wait at the airport to take him and other 
leaders away. 

High quarters predicted Gen. Chiang would 
resume the Presidency in Nationalist China’s bleak 
hour if Acting President Li Tsung-jen refuses to 
return. Mr Li, who has’ split with Gen. Chiang, 
is in Hongkong. Generalissimo Chiang sent two 
emissaries to Hongkong to talk with Mr Li.

Her security, therefore, 
rests entirely upon the 
power of her defences 
against swift attack. 


Let us consider in’ the 
light of realities; and of 
modern = experience what 
could and might happen. 


AIR ATTACK 


Tr is a reasonable assump- 
tion that no country 
would begin hostilities 
against Britain unless she 
felt that she was ready and 
capable of overwhelming us. 
She would have made all 
her preparations by a full 
mobilisation of all her fight- 
ing forces, with her armies 
on the frontiers which she 
proposed to attack, her 
cruisers and submarines on 
the trade routes, and also 
after a period of intensive 
attack on our morale hy 
propaganda. Intelligence 
agents, Fifth Column, and 
fomenting aa much internal 
discontent as possible.
